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PROCEEDINGS 


THURSDAY— Morning  Session 

The  Lumber  River  Missionary  Baptist  Association  met 
in  forty-ninth  annual  session  with  the  Pleasant  Hill  Bap- 
tist Church,  Fairmont,  N.  C,  on  Thursday,  October  7, 
1926,  and  was  called  to  order  at  10:30  a.  m.,  Rev.  M. 
Lewis  presiidng. 

Devotions  were  conducted  by  Brother  E.  V.  McKellar 
and  Brother  Wm.  Foman.  The  introductory  sermon  was 
preached  by  Rev.  W.  C.  Williamson,  accompanied  by  Rev. 

B.  F.  Jordan.  Rev.  Williamson  preached  from  Rom. 
8:17,  following  which  the  roll  of  churches  was  called,  and 
the  following  committees  were  appointed :

Hall. 

On  Periodicals — Rev.  W.  L.  Blount,  Rev.  L.  H.  Powell,  Rev. 
W.  C.  Pope. 

On  Postoflices,  Addresses — W.  M.  Inman,  W.  R.  McNeill,  J.  W. 
Smith,  L.  J.  Bullock.

An  offering  amounting  to  $8.20  was  taken,  and  the 
Association  took  a  recess  for  dinner. 

THURSDAY— Afternoon  Session 

Devotions  were  led  by  Rev.  M.  C.  Pittman.  A  com- 
mittee on  organization  reported,  recommending  Rev. 
N.  0.  Thompson  for  Moderator  and  Rev.  W.  C.  William- 
son for  Vice-Moderator. 

By  suggestion  of  Dr.  W.  H.  Knuckles,  the  name  of 
Rev.  M.  Lewis  was  substituted  for  Rev.  W.  C.  William- 
son, and  the  report  was,  through  some  confusion,  said 
to  be  adopted,  while  many  delegates  protested. 
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The  report  was  offered  by  the  following:  Wm.  Foman, 
W.  J.  McDougald,  E.  D.  McKee,  C.  J.  Jones,  P.  P.  Powell, 
J.  W.  Smith,  and  Rev.  E.  M.  Thompson. 

The  house  then  elected  J.  H.  Kinnear  as  Clerk,  Rev. 
E.  M.  Thompson  as  Treasurer,  and  O.  H.  Lennon  as 
Auditor. 

The  following  visitors  were  then  introduced :  Rev.  B.  F. 
Newkirk,  Rev.  W.  J.  Currie,  Union  Association ;  Rev. 
C.  B.  Bethea,  Rev.  M.  L.  McKay,  Rev.  H.  B.  Moore,  and 
Rev.  J.  A.  Lewis.    Each  made  timely  remarks. 

The  session  was  then  closed. 

THURSDAY— Night   Session 

Following  devotions,  the  welcome  address  on  behalf  of 
the  church  was  delivered  by  the  pastor,  Rev.  W.  C.  Pope. 
Superintendent  N.  W.  Floyd  delivered  a  welcome  address 
on  behalf  of  the  Sunday  school. 

After  music  by  the  choir,  Rev.  J.  C.  Covington  re- 
sponded to  the  welcomes,  on  behalf  of  the  Association. 

Rev.  C.  F.  Worley,  the  preacher  for  the  evening,  was 
then  presented  by  the  Moderator,  the  choir  sang  an  ap- 
propriate selection,  and  Rev.  Worley  spoke  from  John 
3 : —  "Ye  must  be  born  again."  Rev.  M.  L.  McKay  offered 
prayer,  and  a  collection  of  $12.05  was  taken. 

At  the  suggestion  of  Rev.  L.  H.  Powell,  a  committee  to 
arrange  for  a  memorial  exercise  in  memory  of  the  de- 
ceased Moderator,  Rev.  J.  D.  Harrell,  was  appointed.  Ttoe 
following  were  named :  Rev.  E.  M.  Thompson,  Rev.  L.  H. 
Powell,  Rev.  W.  C.  Pope,  Rev.  E.  W.  Thompson,  Rev. 
W.  D.  Mitchell,  0.  H.  Lennon,  and  Rev.  F.  E.  Cobb. 

We  then  closed  with  the  benediction. 

FRIDAY — Morning  Session 

The  Association  was  called  to  order  at  10:10  a.  m.  by 
the  Moderator,  Rev.  N.  0.  Thompson;  and  after  opening 
devotions,  proceeded  to  business  as  follows:  Minutes  of 
the  previous  day's  sessions  were  read.  After  consider- 
able debate,  a  motion  to  reconsider  that  part  of  the  min- 
utes which  referred  to  the  election  of  officers  prevailed, 
there  being  only  five  dissenting  votes.  Rev.  J.  S.  Brown, 
D.D.,  President  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  being 
present,  was,  by  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  house, 
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asked  to  preside  during  the  reconsideration  and  election 
of  officers.  Dr.  Brown  took  the  chair,  and  the  body  again 
went  into  the  election  of  officers,  which  election  resulted 
as  follows:

Dean  W.  S.  Turner,  of  Shaw  University,  was  then  pre- 
sented, who,  in  a  clear  and  convincing  manner,  presented 
the  claims  of  that  institution  upon  Negro  Baptists  of  the 
State.     A  contribution  of  $20.16  for  Shaw  followed. 

Dr.  J.  S.  Brown  of  Rocky  Mount  was  again  presented ; 
also  Dr.  J.  .H.  Moore,  State  Field  Secretary  of  Missions 
and  Evangelism,  was  presented.  Each  made  remarks. 
The  Association  then  adjourned  for  dinner. 

FRIDAY — Afternoon  Session 

The  session  was  opened  with  a  short  devotional  service, 
following  which  the  topic,  "Our  Needs  as  an  Association," 
was  discussed  by  Rev.  F.  E.  Cobb,  Rev.  R.  A.  Wooten, 
and  Rev.  J.  B.  Humphrey.  Dr.  J.  H.  Moore  then  deliv- 
ered a  strong  address  on  "Christian  Stewardship."  A 
collection  of  $8.05  was  given  him. 

The  Woman's  Auxiliary  was  represented  by  Mrs.  Lucy 
Love.  Mrs.  Love  addressed  the  Association  on  "Methods 
of  Doing  Church  Work."  Fifteen  dollars  was  given  to 
the  Association  from  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  at  the  close 
of  the  address. 

FRIDAY— Evening  Session 

Praise  services  were  conducted  by  Brother  Alex.  Car- 
lyle,  after  which  Rev.  W.  L.  Reaves  preached  the  temper- 
ance sermon,  which  was  forcefully  delivered.  Rev.  Mack 
Frink  offered  prayer.  Dr.  J.  S.  Brown,  pastor  of  the 
First  Baptist  Church  of  Rocky  Mount,  and  president  of 
the  Baptist  State  Convention,  was  then  presented.  Dr. 
Brown  was  heard  in  a  very  helpful  address  in  which  he 
made  a  strong  appeal  for  the  support  of  the  State  work. 
A  collection  of  $32.14  was  taken,  after  which  we  ad- 
journed. 
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SATURDAY— Morning  Session 

The  session  was  opened  at  10  a.m.,  with  devotionals, 
led  by  Brothers  J.  B.  Thompson  and  Isaac  McCallum. 

The  Committee  on  Memorial  Exercises  reported.  The 
report  was  adopted  and  ordered  appended. 

The  Treasurer  reported,  which  report  was  received  and 
adopted.     See  appendix. 

The  Moderator  presented  Rev.  P.  B.  Plemmons,  pastor 
of  the  Baptist  Church  (white)  of  Fairmont,  who  spoke 
interestingly  of  the  nature  and  the  value  of  the  Christian 
life. 

The  Committee  on  Obituary  then  reported.  Their  re- 
port was  received  and  adopted. 

An  invitation  was  extended  to  visitors,  and  Rev.  D.  C. 
Gore,  of  Whiteville,  Moderator  of  the  Waccamaw-Bruns- 
wick  Association,  and  Rev.  James  Boyd,  pastor  of  the 
Cedar  Grove  Baptist  Church,  came  forward  and  were 
made  welcome.  Each  spoke  briefly  of  his  pleasure  in 
being  present,  and  of  his  faith  in  the  cause. 

It  being  time  for  the  educational  sermon,  Rev.  W.  W. 
Thompson,  the  appointed  preacher,  occupied  the  pulpit. 
Rev.  F.  L.  Singletary  selected  a  hymn,  which  was  sung 
by  the  congregation,  and  Rev.  R.  A.  Wooten  led  in  prayer. 
Rev.  Thompson  then  preached  from  Psalm  45:16.  Fol- 
lowing the  sermon,  a  collection  amounting  to  $101.25  was 
taken. 

SATURDAY— Afternoon  Session 

The  Association  was  called  to  order  by  the  Moderator, 
and  opened  with  devotions,  led  by  Rev.  W.  L.  Stephens. 

The  Committee  on  Sabbath  Schools  reported.  The  re- 
port was  received. 

The  missionaries  reported.  Their  reports  were  re- 
ceived. 

Location  of  the  next  session  was  then  taken  up,  and 
Mt.  Moriah  Church,  Columbus  County,  was  chosen. 

Rev.  N.  0.  Thompson,  Rev.  M.  Lewis,  and  Rev.  C.  H. 
Williams  were  appointed  delegates  to  the  Baptist  State 
Convention  at  Weldon. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Finance  was  then  read 
and  received. 
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By  motion,  the  following  disbursements  were  ordered: 
To  the  Moderator,  $15;  to  the  Recording  Secretary,  $20; 
Finance  Committee,  J.  M.  Blount,  $4. 

The  following  corresponding  messengers  were  ap- 
pointed: Brunswick-Waccamaw  Association,  Rev.  W.  L. 
Reaves,  Rev.  W.  L.  Stephens ;  Kinston  Lake,  Rev.  Mack 
Frink;  Middle  District,  Rev.  E.  D.  Womack;  Bear  Creek, 
Rev.  L.  H.  Powell ;  Union,  Rev.  M.  Lewis. 

On  motion,  it  was  ordered  that  the  Constitution  be 
so  changed  as  to  provide  for  the  election  of  "one  or  more 
vice-presidents"  instead  of  "a  vice-president." 

The  business  sessions  of  the  Association  were  then 
adjourned,  to  meet  again  with  the  Mt.  Moriah  Baptist 
Church  on  Thursday  before  the  second  Sunday  in  October, 
1927. 

SATURDAY— Evening  Session 

The  program  provided  for  a  young  people's  concert  on 
Saturday  night.  A  large  group  of  young  people  from 
various  sections  rendered  an  excellent  program,  to  the 
delight  of  the  great  crowd  present. 

We  then  adjourned,  with  benediction  by  Rev.  L.  Melvin. 

SUNDAY — Morning   Session 

Sunday  School  was  conducted  by  Prof.  J.  H.  Isley, 
superintendent  of  the  Pleasant  Hill  Sunday  School,  at  the 
conclusion  of  which  Brother  O.  H.  Lennon  delivered  an 
address  on  "The  Value  of  a  Christian  Education."  At 
the  conclusion  of  this  address,  a  collection  of  $92.03  was 
taken. 

The  memorial  exercises,  in  honor  of  the  deceased  Rev. 
J.  D.  Harrell,  begun,  Rev.  W.  D.  Mitchell  directing. 

The  choir  sang,  "Shall  We  Meet  Beyond  the  River." 
Rev.  N.  O.  Thompson  made  remarks  on  the  life  of  the 
deceased  as  a  citizen.  Rev.  L.  Melvin  spoke  of  the  de- 
ceased as  a  Christian  minister.  The  choir  sang  touch- 
ingly. 

Following  the  memorial  exercises,  which  were  witnessed 
by  all  who  could  possibly  get  in  the  church  building,  the 
regular  program  was  again  taken  up,  and  Rev.  C.  H. 
Mosley,  accompanied  by  Rev.  W.  L.  Blount,  entered  the 
pulpit.     Rev.    Mosley   preached   the   missionary    sermon 
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from  Jude  3.  The  sermon  was  a  strong  plea  for  consist- 
ent Christian  living.  Many  were  impressed  with  the 
truths  of  this  and  each  of  the  other  sermons  preached 
during  the  Association. 

A  collection  of  $12  was  taken.  Brother  O.  H.  Lennon 
read  a  resolution  of  appreciation  of  the  entertainment 
given  the  delegates  and  visitors  by  the  Pleasant  Hill 
Baptist  Church,  and  the  people  of  Fairmont  and  vicinity, 
and  the  forty-ninth  annual  session  of  the  Lumber  River 
Association  closed  with  doxology  and  benediction.

FIRST  BAPTIST  CHURCH 
Lumberton,  Thursday,  November  18,  1926 


The  Executive  Board  met  at  the  above-named  place  and 
time,  and  transacted  the  following  business: 

1.  A  budget  committee  was  appointed,  with  instructions 
to  make  a  list  of  the  churches  and  of  the  amount  each 
church  is  asked  to  give  to  the  Association,  according  to 
the  Constitution,  and  to  publish  the  same  at  once. 

2.  Three  additional  vice-moderators  were  appointed, 
making  four  in  all,  each  of  which  was  asked  to  take  one 
of  four  groups  into  which  the  churches  of  the  Association 
were  to  be  divided,  and  help  to  put  over  the  Association's 
program. 

3.  The  plan  of  a  mid-year  session  was  adopted,  and  it 
was  agreed  that  we  have  a  one-day  session  of  the  Associa- 
tion about  May,  1927,  so  that  churches  could  report  a 
part  of  their  year's  budget  before  the  fall  session. 

4.  As  the  Constitution  provides  for  the  annual  appoint- 
ment of  an  executive  committee  to  transact  the  associa- 
tion's unfinished  business,  it  was  thought  wise,  and  so 
recommended,  that  there  be  a  standing  ministerial  board, 
to  consist  of  all  the  ministers  belonging  to  or  serving  in 
the  Association,  that  they  might  confer  together  on  mat- 
ters for  the  good  of  the  cause.

CONSTITUTION 


Constitution  of  the  Lumber  River  Baptist  Association,  as 
amended  and  corrected  at  the  Forty-ninth  Annual  Session  at 
Fairmont,  N.  C,  October,  1926. 

ARTICLE  I 

Section  1.  This  body  shall  be  called  and  known  as  the  Lumber 
River  Missionary  Baptist  Association. 

Sec.  2.  The  object  of  the  Association  shall  be  to  foster  the 
Kingdom  of  Christ,  to  aid  Home  Missions,  Foreign  Missions, 
Local  Education,  and  to  help  Aged  and  Infirm  Ministers  when 
their  condition  requires. 

Sec.  3.  This  body  shall  be  composed  of  the  ministers  belong- 
ing to  the  churches  connected  with  it,  and  three  delegates  from 
each  church,  and  one  additional  delegate  for  every  hundred 
members. 

Sec.  4.  In  the  selection  of  delegates,  the  churches  shall  pay 
strict  attention  to  the  moral  and  intellectual  qualifications  of 
those  appointed. 

Sec.  5.  The  delegates  thus  appointed  shall  bear  from  their 
respective  churches  a  letter  certifying  their  appointment  and 
communicating  information  relative  to  the  state  of  the  church. 

ARTICLE    II 

Section  1.  The  Association  shall  elect  out  of  its  body  annually 
a  President,  one  or  more  Vice-Presidents,  a  Recording  Secretary, 
a  Corresponding  Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  and  an  Auditor. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  appoint  com- 
mittees on  Finance,  Vigilance,  Arrangement,  Sabbath  Schools, 
Missions,  Periodicals,  Education,  and  Postoffices  in  the  early  part 
of  the  session,  and  on  Ordination,  Grievance,  and  Investigation 
when  necessary. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Recording  Secretary  to 
keep,  in  a  book  furnished  by  the  Association,  for  private  use,  a 
faithful  record  of  transactions  of  the  body. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  province  of  the  President  to  invite 
visiting  brethren  to  seats,  and  ask  them  to  aid  in  the  deliberations 
of  the  body. 

ARTICLE   III 

Section  1.  Each  annual  session  of  this  Association  shall  begin 
on  Thursday  before  the  second  Sunday  in  October,  at  such  place 
as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  body. 

Sec.  2.  There  shall  be  at  each  session,  an  Annual,  an  Intro- 
ductory, a  Temperance,  an  Educational,  and  a  Missionary  sermon. 
Also  other  subjects  may  be  discussed,  at  the  option  of  the  Asso- 
ciation. 

Sec.  3.  There  shall  be  an  Executive  Committee  appointed  at 
each  session,  to  which  shall  be  referred  all  unfinished  business. 
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ARTICLE   IV 

Section  1.  No  one  shall  be  allowed  to  make  more  than  two 
speeches  of  five  minutes  each  on  any  subject,  without  special 
permission  of  the  Association. 

Sec.  2.  This  Association  will  not  fellowship  any  church  or 
minister  who  fails  to  promote  gospel  order  and  principle,  or  who 
treats  its  Constitution  with  contempt. 

ARTICLE   V 

Section  1.  No  applicant  shall  be  ordained  in  this  Association 
who  cannot  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  in  the  common  Eng- 
lish branches,  and  give  satisfaction  as  to  his  general  knowledge 
of  the  Bible. 

Sec.  2.  All  applicants  for  ordination  may  be  left  to  the  dis- 
posal of  the  different  churches  from  which  they  are  sent. 

ARTICLE   VI 

Section  1.  Each  church  shall  be  requested  to  send  such  a  sum 
as  will  amount  to  50  cents  for  each  male,  and  25  cents  for  each 
female  member. 

Sec.  2.  The  Association  shall  have  a  fund,  created  and  sus- 
tained by  voluntary  contributions  by  the  churches,  which  shall  be 
held  by  the  treasurer,  subject  to  the  will  of  a  majority  present 
at  any  annual  session. 

ARTICLE  VII 

Section  1.  This  Constitution  may  be  amended  by  a  two-tnirds 
vote  of  those  present,  and  voting,  at  any  annual  session.
